Haying has commenced in real ear­ 
nest at Lompoc. 
Eighteen men are now employed at 
the new tannery at Redwood City. 
The Gilroy Benevolent Society ex­ 
pended $242 In charity dur>ng the last 
fiscal year. 
R. E. Doyle has sold his Menlo Park 
Property to Mrs. Johnson, of Elaine 
lame, for $40,000. 
At La Porte, on Thursday, Robert 
Hill wus struck by a rock while blast­ 
ing and instantly killed. 
The pay roll on the Mare Island 
Navy Yard for the past month foots 
up $49,000, and the number (tf men 
employed is 600. 
Charles Krug, of 8t. Helena, Napa 
county, is obandonlng the cultivation 
of the Mission grape for wine making 
purposes. 
A letter to the Vallejo Chronicle 
says: “A few fields of barley in the 
vicinity of Dixon will be ready for 
harvesting this week.” 
Stockton has had an Elaine sensa­ 
tion, u framed photograpn of the 
painting having been stolen from the 
Old Lodge saloon in that city. 
Wild cats are unusually plentiful in 
Sierra valley this season, and they are 
gratifying their appetite for spring 
chickens and luuib in a way not ap­ 
preciated by the fanners of" that sec­ 
tion. 
Messrs. Albright & Martin,of Boquel, 
liavo commenced br ck making, ami 
expect to put their manufacture on 
the market in about three weeks. 
They will make 800,000 bricks this 
season. 
A man named J, L. Hopper,a miner 
well known in Calaveras county, was 
found dead on Thursday last in an old 
cut about half a mile from his cabin, 
near Jesus Maria, having committed 
suicide. 
C. L. Knowles, who is superintend­ 
ing the work of fitting up the new 
State printing office, at Sacramento, 
fell backward from a ladder about two 
o’clock Monday afternoon, and was 
severely, perhaps fatally injured.

system and others hold that only the 
localities benefited 
should be taxed to 


defray tbe expense of carrying out tbe 
irrigation system. 
The proposition is 


one of vast proportions and should be 
well considered 
before practical opera- 


tions are commenced, 
and these 
dis- 


cussions will lead 
to an exchange of 


opinions 
and 
call 
out 
suggestions 


which willhelp us toward the desired 
end. 
All admit that a careful utiliza- 


tion of the water will increase 
the 


value of our annual 
products millions 


of dollars. 
The only question 
is how 


it can best be done. 
When our farm- 


ers learn to plow deep and sow early 
they willhave taken a step which will 
double tbe products 
of tbe State, and 


when to this we have added an irriga- 
tion system 
that will turn the waters 


from their natural 
cbanuels 
over the 


broad grain fields we shall hear less of 
drouths 
and 
more of average 
crops. 


When this is done we shall record no 
more failures among 
the farmers, and 


California's 
wheat export will aston- 


ish the outside world. 


That City by the Sea. 


In another column will be found a 


communication, 
written on a text fur- 


nished by the San Francisco Post. 
We 


give place 
to the article, not because 


we entertain 
the fears expressed

the writer, but in order that our read-

newspaper,

one, too, which it is known could not 
exist but for Senator Jones's money,

them from persons 
who 


know 
the facts, 
are these: Tuesday, 


Seflora Guadalupe 
came to town with 


her son, Francisco de Figueroa, a youth 
of 
18 years, to look after certain per- 


sonal effects carried away in a surrep- 
titious manner by her husband, 
John 


Vahle. 
Soon after arriving in town, 


Vahle, with the stolen articles, 
was 


found 
on Main Street, 
when Seflora 


Guadalupe 
asked 
an explanation 
for 


such 
conduct, 
and requested 
the cuU 


prit to return 
with the goods to her 


ranch. 
Vahle replied by saying that 


he would do so, and when there would 
go to work. 
He then requested 
her to 


dismiss her son, Francisco, ami return 
with him. 
To this she 
objected, but 


they finally met 
together 
at Seflora 


Guadalupe's ranch in the evening, and 
the result 
of tbat 
meeting 
was 
the 


perpetrating 
of that most inhuman, 


cold-blooded wife murder. 


One of the causes, it is said, which 


actuated 
the murder was, that a few 


days ago he demanded 
of his mother- 


in-law three 
hundred 
dollars, which 


was refused. 
The villain, Vahle, from 


that time grew sulky, and his ill hu- 
mor increased 
tillit resulted in the act 


of theft to which allusion has already 
been 
made, and finally to that 
most 


heinous of all crimes, murder. 


The intentions 
of Vahle 
when 
he 


married the widow Seflora G. Figueroa, 
about 
ten months 
ago, (who is the 


mother of live children, one of whom 
is grown), was to get possession 
of her 


property. 
So sure was he of this that 


he required 
a 
notary to be 
present 


when the maniage ceremony was per- 
formed, in order that the transfer of 
his wife's property 
might be 
made 


over at once 
inlo his 
hands. 
This 


transfer, 
however, 
was never 
made, 


although Wahle often boasted 
to per- 


sons in town that he owned in his own 
name a large ranch, 
and contracted 


debts with several 
merchants 
accord- 


ingly, who accepted 
bis statements 
as 


the truth, and have thus been victim- 
ized to the extent 
of several 
"bad 


bills." 


As to the lifeof Vahle?who 
is about 


40 years 
of age?prior 
to his marriage 


with 
Sefiora 
Guadaloupe, 
who was 


nearly 50 when murdered, 
we know 


but little. But ifcredence to report be 
given he was married once before, and 
his unkind treatment 
of his first wife 


caused her untimely death.

ing this we have 
no authentic 
proof, 


but that which precedes

ment is vouched 
for, and it is to be 


hoped 
that a speedy trial be

him, and that he pay the penalty, in 
order that society may be rid of one

good aim at his own head, though in 
the despair ofa defeated fortune
